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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a) the allowability of claims 1-27 has been addressed in the office action of 
October 31, 2007; 

b) independent Claim 28 has been amended to require "a supply of image 
nanoparticles; and a supply of target nanoparticles." Upon reconsideration the 
Examiner has decided that Cai does not disclose a source of image 
nanoparticles, but a source of image ions (see silver enhancer solutions - 2.2 
Chemicals on page 166; Figure 1 ; 2.3.4 Silver enhancement of gold 
nanoparticles on page 168; and 3.2 Silver-enhanced gold nanoparticle DNA 
probes for sequence-specific DNA detection on pages 168 - 169). Applicant has 
defined "nanoparticle" and "image nanoparticle" in his specification: 

[0022] 

A "nanoparticle" as used herein refers to a solid particle typically having a 

spherical or similar shape with a dimension between about 1 nanometer and about 1000 

nanometers. 
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[0023] 

An "image nanoparticle" as used herein refers to a nanoparticle that has high 
optical density. Image nanoparticles may be made of metals such as gold, silver, 
nickel, lead, copper or platinum, or a metal precursor such as gold, silver, nickel, lead, 
copper or a platinum precursor. 

Silver ions or atoms as disclosed by Cai are not nanoparticles or image 
nanoparticles as defined by Applicant; and 

c) claims 29-33 depend from allowable claim 28.
